No Treatment for Allies 


To rescue Nasser and force out Eden—if any- 
body had set these down as twin objectives of 
American policy a month ago, he would have 
been considered insane. Yet Ldé&iidon reports 
Strongly suggest that these are the present 
effects, if not the premeditated aims, of Ameri- 
can policy. 

According to these reports, Sir Anthony 
Eden's illness is widely regarded as a diplomatic 
prelude to his stepping out as Prime Minister, 
and this in turn is believed due to “pressure 
applied both directly and indirectly by Wash- 
ington.” 

Marquis W. Childs of the Post-Dispatch staff 
even cables from London that on several occa- 
sions during the Middle East crisis President 

“brutal, almost cavalry 
Eden. 
extreme displeasure In Washington 
over the attack on Egypt, Mr. Childs writes, the 
power of America has now been used for the 
first time in a way that is calculated to force a 
Britisa Prime Minister out of office. 

If this is true, then somebody in Washington 
had better devote a good deal deeper thought to 
the matter than has been evident up to now. 

Granting that the British and French did 
launch a military attack unilaterally, 
granting that they wronged the United States 
by failing to consult, still] the fact remains that 
our alliance with both is vital to our own secu- 
rity. And an alliance of free partners is not 
strengthened, but can be dangerously weakened, 
by swaggering about in petty dudgeon and push- 
ing prime ministers out of office 

Ordinarily, a nation avoids such a crude use 

of its power as this, even in the case of weak 
and wholly dependent allies, for reasons of 
expediency if not of principle. For when one 
free nation starts telling an ally whom to place 
at the head of state, the inevitable and instant 
result is to strengthen the enemies of the alli- 
ance in the other country. Can there be any 
that. if Washington really forced _Eden 
out of office, the first result would be to weaken 
his Conservative successor, and the next to build 
Aneurin Bevan and other radical anti- 
Americans? 
Atlantic alliance has already suffered 
enough gaping wounds. The urgent task now 
heal not to Inflict others. And it 
might profitably be recalled in Washington that 
this alliance is not a lordly favor magnanimously 
granted by this nation to Europe, but a partner-

The most heartening development in the Hun- 
garian debate at the United Nations is the sup- 
port given by the representative of one Asian 
nation after another—India, Burma, Ceylon, Iraq

Between Book 


WINDOW IN THE SEA by Ralph Nading H 
(Rinehart, 208 pgs., $3.50.) 


This pictorial account of Marineland, 
Florida, is a genuine addition to the ex- 
perience of .visiting that fascinating 
spot itself. No one who has been to the 
large oceanarium south of St. Augus- 
tine can ever forget the remarkable 
leaps of the porpoises, the devastating 
mien of the sharks and ‘rays, the sleek 
and vicious barracudas, the clumsy, lazy 
groupers 

Originally begun as a scientific oper- 
ation, Marine Studios is now as enter- 
taining as it is instructive Visitors 
are now daily amazed by the perform- 
ance of what may be the greatest young 
basketball star in the world—a dolphin 
named Algae who jumps 15 feet and 
tosses in layups with uncanny accuracy. 

Of course, Marineland was a long 
time between conception and realiza- 
tion, and that is the story Hill tells with 
adult understanding and childlike awe 
in. just the right proportions. The prob- 
lems were immense How can these 
creatures of the deep be kept in cap- 
tivitv? How can the portholes surround 
ng the oceanarium withstand the great 
pressures of tons of sea water? How 
can the big fish be prevented from eat- 
ing the. little fish? How can porpoises 
be trained? 

. . ° 

Hill answers these questions, and 
more. More than half the book is a sim- 
plified treatment of the scientific side 
of Marine Studios. When Marineland 
was shut down during the last world 
war, its curators went on several expe- 
ditions to find a shark repellent for the 
Navy. Test after test was made in place 
after place, but no substance was found 
to save Navy men from the awful feast 
of the sharks once the men had escaped 
death by torpedo 

At last, the answer was discovered 
in one part copper acetate to four parts 


negrosine type dve. Then there were 
lengthy quests for an anesthetic that 


would limit the captured shark's strug 
gies and its need for oxygen, and for 
substitutes for nourishment found only 
in the open sea 

In straightforward prose, Hill takes 
these amazing creatures beyond the 
glass windows with the same affection 
that brings Floridans—more immune to 
sunshine State commercialism than 
thousands of magnetized tourists—back 
to Marineland again and again
